I haVG  tho  honour  to  prosont  tho  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1953* 

Dr.  Dick,  who  has  been  your  Medical  Officer  since  the  outbfealc  6f 
the  last  war,  retired  due  to  ill-health  in  Hoveraber  of  this  year, 

A Medical  Officer's  work  cannot  be  measured  in  terms  of  pounds,  shillings 
and  pence,  nor  is  it  revealed  in  any  concrete  fashion  by  reference  to 
some  new  or  improved  amenity  to  the  town.  Dr,  Dick’s  achievements  lie 
in  the  improved  general  health  of  the  community,  the  increased 
expectation  of  life,  and  the  absonce  of  serious  infectious  disease 
during  his  14  years  in  offico.  His  wrlc  is  even  more  creditable  when 
one  reflects  on  the  immense  difficulties  of  this  time,  marked  as  it  was 
by  the  upheaval  of  the  second  great  war  and  the  great  post-war  changes 
in  our  health  and  social  services. 

This  year  ajoan  there  were  oiiiy  a totsJL  of  27  casos  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases,  which  is  the  same  number  as  last  year,  and  compares 
with  174  cases  in  1931, 

The  number  of  births  lias  fallen  from  123  to  113  giving  a birth 
rate  of  12cS3  per  1,000  popuJ^ation,  vrith  a corrected  rate  of  13,9^  per 
1,000  popuJLatio?!,  Tliore  lioro  133  deaths  which  gives  a death  rate  of 
15*jl0  per  1,000 ‘population,  corrected  11^47,  as  compared  with  rates 
of  14<,i7  and  10*76  respectivelj’'  last  year,  Tlie  causes  of  death  are 
those  which  arc  usual  for  this  area  Gar.cor,  Heart  Disease,  and  VaseuLar 
Lesions  of  the  Horvous  System,  and  tlicv  account  for  70  out  of  tho  total  ‘ 
number  of  deaths*  A detailed  list  of  causes  of  death  is  given  on  page  6*
